About two or three weeks ago,in a
house near the fair grounds, in Montgom
ery, Alabama, a woman was found dead on
the floor. She had fallen from the bed
and must have died during the night.
Around her lay four little daughters, the
oldest one nbout twelve years of age. Day-~
break revealed to them the mother's dead
body lying on the floor.
all; these little girls lying around her
were dying, yes, dying for the want of
bread and attention.  In this fix they were
found and brought by some one, in a little
cart to Bishop Copp's Home for Orphans.
They were brought there on Friday. When
these little zirls came to the Home they
were the picture of misery and want, and
not searcely a rag on to hide their naked
ness; emaciated and  sallow, they looked
like living skeletons, and they were erying
for bread.  The baby, about three years of
age, died on Saturday. The poor little
thing was too near gone for any human aid
to do her any good.  She begged for bread
until she died.

Another one, named Lizzie, about seven
or cight yeaus of age, died on Wednesday.
She was a pretty little girl, but reduced to
amere skeleton.  She begge « those around
her to give her some meat and bread to the
last. 'I'be other two arestill at the Home.
It was thought at first that they would die
too, but the oldest one, a bright litte girl,
is improving. Her account of the sufiur-
ings they underwent is enough to melt ihe
hardest heart to tears—how they cried for
bread and could not got it—that they had
been drawing rations, but when thiey all
got down sick, they sent their ticket by a
negro woman, but that the ticket was torn
up and the answer was “no wore rations”
—und how their poor sick mother the eve-

But this was not

down her cheeks, pressed them to her bo-
som—and wueh more which this little girl
told me in a straighttforward manner, aud
which had truth stamped upon what she
said.

The other little girl, named Mary, about
nine years of age, is still very low, and it
is very doubtful if she will ever get well,
though she has improved some sinee she
has been at the Home.  She at first beg
zed every one that came near her to give
her some meat and bread, as she had been
literally starving.

These are the plain  facts as they are.
They need no embellishment.
